'Try-On  Old  Times'  this  summer  at  TPHS&G 

Student  groups  coming  to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  this 
summer  will  "Try-On  Old  Times"  and  experience  the  lives  of  the  servants 
who  cooked,  cleaned  and  cared  for  the  Royal  Governor  and  his  family. 

Designed  for  use  by  student  summer  programs  or  scout  groups,  this  tour 
allows  students  K-12  to  tour  historic  buildings  and  try  their  hand  at  activities 
of  the  past,  such  as  felting  and  lawn  bowling.  Students  will  tour  the  Palace, 
the  Kitchen,  Blacksmith  Shop  and  the  Robert  Hay  House. 

Sara  Spalding,  curator  of  interpretation,  said  the  change  came  about  due 
to  parent  and  teacher  requests.  "This 
change  was  made  in  answer  to  many 
requests  from  parents  and  teachers 
who  wanted  students  in  their  groups 
to  see  the  Palace  to  go  along  with 
their  hands-on  experience,"  she  says. 

The  rwo-hour  program,  which 
is  available  now  through  August, 
is  scheduled  for  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions,  9:30  a.m.  and 
1  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday. 
A  maximum  of  60  students  can  be 
accommodated  in  each  session  and 
the  cost  is  $6  per  student.

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Heated  exchange  of  letters  in  1802  led  to  Spaight-Stanly  duel

eared  argument 
leads  to  gunfire 
,  and  death"  —  while 
this  information  may  sound  ripped 
from  today's  headlines,  it  in  fact 
occurred  over  200  years  ago  when 
two  New  Bern  politicians  engaged 
in  a  heated  exchange  of  letters  that 
ultimately  led  to  a  duel.  After  the 
smoke  cleared  late  that  September 
afternoon  in  1802,  Richards  Dobbs 
Spaight  was  mortally  wounded  and 
John  Stanly,  Jr.  found  himself  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  law. 

Although  they  were  nearly  20  years 
apart  in  age,  Spaight  and  Stanly 
were  both  successful  politicians  who, 
at  one  time,  were  both  members 
of  the  Federalist  Party.  Over  the 
course  of  their  political  careers,  they 
had  represented  New  Bern  in  the 
state  General  Assembly  and  North 
Carolina  in  the  U.S.  Congress. 
Spaight  also  was  the  first  native 
born  North  Carolinian  to  serve  as 
governor  of  the  state. 

The  cause  for  the  disagreement 
started  in  1798  when  Spaight 
switched  his  party  allegiance  over 
his  opposition  to  the  Alien  and 
Sedition  Acts  and  entered  Congress 
as  a  Democrat-Republican.  Spaight's 
support  of  the  repeal  of  the  Acts 
and  of  Thomas  Jefferson's  election 
in  1800  no  doubt  earned  him 
the  enmity  of  staunch  Federalists 
everywhere.  Spaight,  who  lost 
his  seat  in  Congress  to  Stanly  in 
1800,  ran  for  the  State  Senate  in 
1802.  Spaight  immediately  fell 
into  disfavor  with  Stanly,  who 
actively  tried  to  foil  his  opponent's 
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A  re-enactment  of  the  Spaigbt-Stanly  duel  will 

campaign.  Stanly,  known  for  his 
stinging  political  attacks,  referred 
to  Spaight  as  a  renegade  from 
the  Federalist  Parry  and  made 
disparaging  remarks  about  his 
alliance  with  the  Republicans. 

On  August  8,  1802,  on  a  New 
Bern  street  corner,  Stanly  started 
questioning  Spaight's  voting  record 
and  his  Republican  convictions. 
Spaight  heard  about  these  remarks 
and  challenged  Stanly  to  a  duel. 
While  Stanly  argued  his  way  out 
of  the  duel  temporarily,  what 
ensued  was  a  series  of  written 
attacks  in  the  form  of  letters, 
newspaper  publications  and 
handbills  circulated  around  town. 
Each  vitriolic  response  served  to 
escalate  the  situation,  brmging  both 
men  closer  to  violence.  Finally,  on 
Sunday  morning,  September  5,  by 
way  of  his  friend.  Attorney  Edward 
Graham,  Stanly  issued  his  own 
challenge  to  Spaight  for  a  duel. 


take  place  at  4  p.in.  Sept.  5  on  the  ^-Xcademy  Green. 

The  challenge  was  accepted  and 
the  two  men's  "seconds,"  Edward 
Graham  for  Stanly  and  Dr.  Edward 
Pasteur  for  Spaight,  arranged  the 
duel.  It  was  set  for  the  same  day, 
September  5,  1802,  at  5:30  p.m. 
behind  the  local  Masonic  Hall. 
Duels  were  frowned  upon  in  1802, 
but  they  were  not  yet  illegal.  The 
duel  itself  attracted  a  large  number 
of  spectators. 

The  two  men  fired  a  series  of  three 
shots  at  one  another.  Neither  was 
hit  on  the  first  shot,  but  on  the 
second,  Stanly's  coat  was  ripped  by 
Spaight's  bullet.  Neither  was  hit  on 
the  third  shot,  but  on  a  fourth  shot, 
Spaight  was  wounded.  He  was  shot 
in  the  side  and  carried  off  the  field. 
He  died  the  next  day,  September 
6,  1802,  and  was  buried  outside  of 
New  Bern  in  the  family  sepulcher  at 
his  Clermont  estate.

Opened  in  1998,  the  Mary  Kistler  Stoney 
Flower  Garden  is  dedicated  to  the  memory 
of  a  long-time  Tryon  Palace  Commission 
member  who  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  Palace 
restoration  and  an  active  gardener  in  her  own  right. 

According  to  horticulturist  Lisa  Wimpfheimer,  head 
of  TPHS&G's  Garden  Services  Branch,  the  garden 
emphasizes  antique  and  heirloom  flowers  that  were 
grown  in  eastern  North  Carolina  during  the  late 
19'*'  century.  Designed  by  former  staff  horticulturist 
Carlton  Wood,  the  garden  uses  brick  walls  and  walks, 
wooden  trellises  and  oyster  shell  paths  to  add  structure 
to  extensive  plantings  of  flowers,  such  as  columbines, 
phlox,  sweet  William  and  snapdragons,  available  during 
that  time  period. 

A  unique  collection  of  heirloom  garden  roses  fill  the 
air  with  sweet  fragrance,  and  the  evergreen  hollies  create 
a  backdrop  for  the  explosion  of  color.  Flowering  shrubs 
selected  to  accent  the  borders  of  the  garden  include 
hydrangeas,  spirea,  rose  of  sharon  and  banana  shrub. 

With  its  many  varieties  of  flowers,  the  garden  blooms 
spring  through  fall  and  is  very  popular  among  visitors 
to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens.  "This  flower 
garden  is  a  lovely  representation  of  the  old-fashioned 
plants  well-loved  for  over  a  century  in  New  Bern,"  Lisa 
says. 
This  beautiful  living  memorial  was  funded  by

Mrs.  Stoney,

Mrs.  Matilda  Omwake  Kistler,  wrote  in  a  2001  Burke 
County  Historical  Society  publication  that  "although 
she  grew  up  in  Greensboro,  Mary  spent  many  summers 
in  Morganton  visiting  her  Collett  cousins,  during  which 
time  she  developed  a  deep  and  abiding  love  for  Burke 
County  and  its  citizens  which  manifested  itself  in  her 
many  charitable  and  civic  endeavors." 

She  was  married  in  1921  to  Charles  Kistler,  and  the 
couple  had  three  children  before  his  death  in  1936.  She 
then  married  Andrew  Burnet  Stoney  in  1938.  The  owner 
of  a  successful  Morganton  insurance  agency,  Mr.  Stoney 
also  served  as  a  legislator  in  the  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly. 

During  her  husband's  tenure  in  the  General  Assembly, 
Mrs.  Stoney  was  president  of  the  Sir  Walter  Cabinet,  a 
group  of  legislators'  wives  that  played  a  major  role  in  the 
effort  to  reconstruct  the  Palace,  and  her  husband  was 
among  the  legislators  who  authorized  the  creation  of  the 
Commission  and  the  Tryon  Palace  Restoration  project. 
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In  1945,  Mrs.  Stoneywas  one  of 
the  original  members  appointed  to 
the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  by 
Governor  R.  Gregg  Cherry,  serving 
until  her  death  in  1995  at  age  96. 

Matilda  Kistler  remembers  Mrs. 
Stoney  as  being  the  quintessential 
Southern  lady:  "She  was  very  proper, 
as  a  Southern  lady  is.  She  loved  her 
family,  her  town,  her  state  and  her 
church." 

A  Commission  resolution,  passed 
in  1995  in  her  honor,  noted  that 
Mrs.  Stoney  made  the  motion  at 
the  1951  Commission  meeting  that 
formally  accepted  Maude  Moore 

Latham's  bequest  making  the  restoration  of  Tryon  Palace 
possible.  Mrs.  Stoney  was  also  a  member  of  the  original 
Acquisitions  Committee  which  determined  that  Tryon 
Palace  would  be  furnished  as  a  historic  site,  rather  than  a 
decorative  arts  museum.  As  a  member  of  the  committee, 
she  went  on  several  buying  trips  that  allowed  Tryon 
Palace,  upon  opening,  to  hit  the  ground  running  with  a 
beautiful  and  expansive  collection  of  English  antiques. 
She  donated  four  ca.  1770  Irish  silver  candlesticks  from 
her  own  collection  of  antiques. 

"She  was  very  astute  business-wise,"  Mrs.  Kistler  recalls, 
"A  woman  who  could  see  the  vision  before  others." 

May  Gordon  Kellenberger,  who  assumed  duties 
as  Tryon  Palace  Commission  chairman  upon  the 
death  of  her  mother  in  1951,  wrote  in  1971  of  Mrs. 
Stoney:  "Tho'  living  so  far  away  from  our  base  she  has 
nevertheless  made  a  wonderful  member.  She  is  faithful 
in  coming  to  meetings,  never  refuses  any  duties  or 
requests  which  are  asked  of  her,  is  deeply  interested  in 
the  Restoration  as  a  whole  and  is  fully  dedicated  to  its 
purpose.  We  have  all  loved  and  admired  her  these  20 
years  that  we  have  worked  together." 

In  addition  to  her  50  years  on  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission,  Mrs.  Stoney  contributed  her  time  and 
talents  to  many  other  civic  and  charitable  institutions, 
including  the  Children's  Home  of  Greensboro,  Grace 
Hospital  in  Morganton,  Morganton-Burke  (now 
Burke  County)  Public  Library,  Quaker  Meadows 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
and  Morganton  Community  Appearance  Advisory 
Commission.  She  served  over  30  years  as  a  Red  Cross 
volunteer  at  Broughton  Hospital  and  was  a  charter

For  over  70  years,  Mrs.  Stoney 
was  an  active  member  of  Grace 
Episcopal  Church,  where  she 
faithfully  attended  Sunday  morning 
and  Wednesday  evening  services, 
Sunday  school  and  Episcopal 
Churchwomen's  luncheons,  and  even 


sang  in  the  choir  for  many  years. 
Mrs.  Stoney's  son,  Andrew  Kistler  II,  continues  the 
family's  long  tradition  of  involvement  with  the  Palace 
with  his  appointment  as  an  emeritus  member  of  the 
Tryon  Palace  Commission.

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Growing  roses  successfully  and  other  gardening  tips

Q:   I  love  roses,  but  they  seem  so 
hard  to  grow  here.  What  can  I  do? 

A:  Roses  are  one  of  the  most  popular 
flowering  shrubs  grown  in  North 
Carolina.  To  grow  roses  successfully, 
you  should  become  familiar  with 
the  different  types  of  roses  and  their 
characteristics. 

Polyantha  roses  are  one  time 
bloomers,  and  the  lovely  Lady  Banks 
Rose,  Rosa  banksias,  is  one  example

reatures  lots  or  small  yellow  roses  which  •'  * 

bloom  in  April  and  then  just  green  leaves  for  the  rest  of 

the  season.  A  couple  of  good  attributes  make  it  easy  to 

recommend  the  Lady  Banks  Rose:  it  is  not  prone  to  any 

diseases,  and  it  does  not  have  thorns. 

The  Mary  Kistler  Stoney  Flower  Garden  has  many 
old-fashioned  garden  roses  with  lots  of  fragrance. 
These  bloom  from  May  until  September  or  later,  but 
are  subject  to  occasional  disease  problems.  These  old- 
fashioned  favorites  are  called  Tea  Roses  on  our  bloom  list 
and  are  different  from  modern  hybrid  tea  roses.   Some 
examples  are:  "Safrano"  —  yellow,  "Marie  Van  Houtte" 
-  white,  "Duchess  de  Brabant"  -  pink,  "Perles  des 
Jardin"  -  yellow,  "Creme  la  Cerumois  Superior"  -  red 
and  "Souvenir  de  la  Mai  Maison"  —  light  pink. 

The  "Queen  of  the  Bourbons,"  a  climbing  rose,  showers 
pink  flowers  over  the  trellis  at  the  far  end  of  the  garden, 
and  "Old  Blush,"  a  Chinese  rose,  grows  over  the  west 
side  trellis  and  along  the  front  fence. 

All  these  roses  grow  best  when  fertilized  at  least  once 
a  month  during  spring  and  summer,  with  the  soil  pH 
ranging  from  5.8-6.3.   Six  to  eight  hours  of  sunlight  and 
good  air  circulation  should  reduce  disease  outbreaks. 
Control  is  very  much  the  same  for  all  these  diseases: 
prune  out  severely  diseased  portions  of  the  plants, 
remove  infected  leaves  and  use  fungicides  according  to 
label  instructions. 

Q:  My  tree  has  caterpillars  feeding  on  the  leaves,  and 
I'm  afraid  it  will  kill  the  tree. 

A:  There  are  over  1 ,400  kinds  of  moths  and  butterflies 
in  North  Carolina.  Some  of  these  lay  eggs  and  the 
caterpillars  emerge  as  destructive  feeders  on  our  trees 
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and  shrubs.  The  moths  and  butterflies 
(adults)  cannot  do  any  damage  to 
plants  themselves. 

The  following  caterpillars  are  possibly 
feeding  on  your  ornamental  plants  at 
this  time  of  year:  fall  webworms  (with 
long  white  hairs  and  forming  webs  at 
the  end  of  branches  on  pecan,  elm  and 
other  trees),  orange  striped  oakworms 
(orange  with  black  stripes  feeding  on  a 
variety  of  oaks)  and  azalea  caterpillars 
(red  and  black  coloration,  feeding  in 
groups  on  azaleas — also  called  the 
"Labor  Day  worm"). 
A  single  attack  by  a  leaf-feeding  insect  will  seldom  kill  a 
healthy  tree  or  shrub.  Repeated  defoliations  (eating  most 
or  all  of  the  leaves),  however,  may  weaken  and  make 
them  susceptible  to  destruction  by  other  insects,  diseases, 
severe  cold  weather,  drought,  etc. 

Identify  the  specific  insect  before  taking  control 
measures.  Your  local  Cooperative  Extension  Office  can 
help  you  identify  specific  insects.  Pruning  out  groups 
of  caterpillars,  using  a  stick  to  open  the  webbing,  and 
handpicking  caterpillars  are  effective  controls  for  many 
situations.  Or  if  you  can  safely  apply  it,  use  a  pesticide 
labeled  for  caterpillar  control.  We  use  a  formula  of 
Bacillus  thuringiensis  (B.t.)  sold  under  various  names 
(Dipel,  Thuricide)  that  attacks  only  the  caterpillars  and  is 
less  toxic  than  other  types. 

Q:  What  is  that  beautiful  red  flower  that  blooms  in 
late  summer  in  the  Wilderness  Garden? 

A:   I  feel  certain  that  you  are  referring  to  the  Spider  or 
Hurricane  Lily,  Lycoris  radiata.  This  particular  plant  holds 
a  place  in  history  of  New  Bern,  as  it  was  first  introduced 
here  in  the  1850s  when  it  was  brought  to  New  Bern 
by  Capt.  William  Roberts  for  his  sister-in-law,  Lavinia 
Roberts.  Its  bloom  occurs  in  late  summer,  while  foliage 
appears  in  the  spring.  A  lovely  flower,  its  thin  petals  make 
it  appear  delicate,  although  it  is  a  repeat  bloomer  in  this 
area  every  year.

One  of  the  challenges  in  telling  the 
stories  of  the  people  who  lived  and 
worked  in  a  historic  house  is  having 
objects  known  to  have  been  owned 
or  used  by  members  of  the  family. 

Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  & 
Gardens  has  been  blessed  in  its 
interpretation  of  the  John  Wright 
Stanly  House  by  the  generosity  of 
many  Stanly  family  descendants. 
Over  the  years  the  site  has  been  the 
recipient  of  many  family-owned 
artifacts,  including  portraits, 
silver  tea  sets,  books  and  family 
miniatures. 

Tryon  Palace's  interpretation  of 
the  Stanly  House  tends  to  focus  on 
the  activities  of  John  Wright  Stanly 
and  his  son,  John  Stanly,  Jr.  Largely 
overlooked  are  their  wives  except 
to  mention  the  size  of  the  family  in 
each  generation. 

Ann  Cogdell  Stanly 
(1753-1789),  seen 
here  in  a  portrait  by 
an  unknown  itinerant 
artist,  was  the  oldest 
child  of  New  Bern 
merchant,  planter  and 
politician  Richard 
Cogdell  and  Lydia  (Duncan) 
Cogdell  of  Massachusetts.  The 
details  of  her  life  are  scarce.  She  is 
reported  to  have  met  John  Wright 
Stanly  after  his  ship  was  blown  into 
Beaufort  harbor  on  a  journey  to 
Charleston,  S.C.,  where  he  planned 
to  set  up  a  branch  of  his  mercantile 
business.  They  married  on  June  24, 
1773  and  had  nine  children,  three 
of  whom  died  in  infancy.  She  and

her  husband  succumbed  to  yellow 
fever  in  1789  in  one  of  New  Bern's 
worst  outbreaks. 

The  site  is  especially  pleased  to 
have  an  appliqued  and  quilted 
counterpane,  which  by  tradition 
is  part  of  Ann  Cogdell  Stanly's 
trousseau.  It  was  fashioned  using 
multicolored  arborescent  and 
floral  block-printed  elements  from 
two  different  sources  which  were 
appliqued  to  a  white  cotton  ground. 
The  central  applique  design  is  a 
flowering  tree  framed  by  continuous 
floral  and  branch  patterns  from  the 
same  material.  The  appliques  in  the 
outer  frame  are  from  a  second  fabric 
with  more  compact  and  smaller 
flowers.  The  appliques  in  both 
fabrics  are  colored  red,  brown,  green 
and  blue.  The  counterpane  is  quilted 
in  an  overall  floral  and  leaf  pattern. 
It  was  cleaned  and  repaired  in  1971 
by  the  Browne  Decorating  Co.  of 
Atlanta.  At  that  time  a  black  and 
red  diamond  tape  was  added  to  the 
edges  and  the  body  of  the  textile  was

Silver  teapot  by  Freeman  Woods 
latest  Palace  acquisition 

One  of  the  newest  additions 
to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  & 
Gardens'  silver  collection  is  this 
handsome,  neo-classical  teapot  made 
by  Freeman  Woods  (ca.  1766-1834). 

The  teapot  has  an  oval,  straight- 
sided  body  with  a  row  of  beading 
at  the  top  and  bottom,  a  hinged 
stepped  lid  with  a  cast  urn-shaped 
finial,  a  long  straight  spout  and  a 
c-shaped  wood  handle  with  a  sprig. 
The  silversmith's  mark  —  "Wood  " 
in  script  in  a  conforming  rectangle 
—  is  struck  twice  on  the  base. 

The  Palace  now  has  30  pieces 
of  Woods'  silver  and  six  pieces  of 
Woods'  hoUowware  in  its  collection. 
Other  hollowware  forms  include 
two  helmet-shaped  milk  pots  (or 
creamers),  two  urn-shaped  sugar 
bowls  and  a  small  globular-shaped 
mug  or  cann.  The  collection 
also  includes  17  tablespoons,  six 
teaspoons,  two  ladles  and  a  pair  of 
spring-type  sugar  tongs. 

Facts  concerning  Freeman  Woods' 
life  are  very  sketchy.  A  native  of 
New  Jersey,  he  worked  in  New  York 
(1791-1794)  before  moving  to  New 
Bern. 

The  teapot  was  donated  to  the 
Palace  by  Dr.  James  B.  Congleton 
III,  in  memory  of  Tryon  Palace 
Commission  member  Emma  Duffy 
Blades  Beasley  (Duff  Beasley).

To  ^ssia . . ,  with  love

Twenty  hearty 
souls  took  the  trip 
of  a  hfetime  to 
Estonia  and  Russia  under 
the  capable  direction  of  tour 
organizer  and  guide  Nelson 
McDaniel,  whose  knowledge 
and  patience  are  unmatched. 

The  trip,  which  took 
place  April  22  to  May  2, 
was  available  exclusively 
to  Council  of  Friends 
members.  Trips  such  as  this 
one  are  one  of  the  most 
prized  benefits  of  a  Friends 
membership. 

It  was  interesting  to  note 
how  happy  Estonians  are 
simply  to  be  free.  The  capital 
Tallinn  is  a  beautiful  and 
thriving  city  steeped  in 
history  and  ancient  culture. 

Russia  has  treasures  like  none 
I  have  ever  seen,  especially  in 

St.  Petersburg,  where  our  itinerary  included  stops  at  the  State  Heritage 
Museum,  Peter  and  Paul  Fortress  (a  former  jail  converted  into  a  city 
museum)  and  Catherine's  Palace,  an  estate  presented  by  Peter  the  Great 
to  his  wife  Catherine.  Moscow  by  contrast  is  a  very  sophisticated  city 
with  its  distinctive  Kremlin  wall  and  buildings,  the  Red  Square,  St. 
Basil's  Cathedral  -  all  more  impressive  and  beautiful  than  one  can 
imagine. 

Culturally,  the  opera  at  Marinsky  Theatre  in  St.  Petersburg  and 
the  renowned  Bolshoi  Ballet  in  its  theatre  in  Moscow  were  both 
outstanding.  On  an  interesting  side  note,  we  saw  Mike  Wallace  oi  60 
Minutes  at  the  ballet.  He  was  in  Moscow  to  interview  Vladimir  Putin, 
president  of  the  Russian  Federation. 

We  shall  cherish  the  memories  and  knowledge  of  the  sites  that  we  saw, 
but  of  equal  value  was  the  insight  into  the  people  and  their  culture,  their 
acceptance  of  and  resignation  to  their  limitations.  It  was  a  poignant 
reminder  of  the  freedom  we  so  very  much  enjoy  in  the  United  States.

brought  a  homicide  charge  against  Stanly. 
Stanly  ultimately  received  a  full  pardon 
from  Governor  Benjamin  Williams, 
absolving  him  of  any  responsibility. 
However,  just  two  months  after  this 
public  duel  between  two  well-known 
officials,  the  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly  passed  a  law  on  November  5, 
1802,  outlawing  dueling.

reinforced  with  overlays  of  crepeline. 

The  counterpane  was  the  gift  of  Mary 
Snowden  Euwer,  a  direct  descendant  of 
Ann  Cogdell  Stanly. 

Exposure  to  sunlight  and  UV  light 
seriously  weakened  the  counterpane, 
and  it  was  removed  from  display  in  the 
Stanly  House  for  its  protection.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  site  will  be  able  to  have 
the  counterpane  conserved  so  that  this 
important  physical  link  to  Ann  Cogdell 
Stanly  can  be  returned  to  exhibit.
